It was August the 23rd and it 
kind of went into the early morning hours of August the 24th, which 
was a Sunday morning. We will go around the room and introduce 
ourselves and spell our names for voice recognition. My name is 
Sergeant Jess Carrasco. My last name is spelled C-A-R-R-A-S-C- 
O. And, sir, can you please state your first and last names.

CARRASCO: And, sir, can | have your employee number.

CARRASCO: And today we're here at San Fernando Courthouse and we are in a 


small office. Prior to going on tape | had you read the witness 
admonition form. Did you read that form? 


WHEATCROFT: Yes. 

CARRASCO: Do you have any questions regarding that form? 

WHEATCROFT: No. 

CARRASCO: Did you sign the form? 

WHEATCROFT: Yes. 

CARRASCO: And | see that you marked appropriate boxes on the form and you 
initialed next to the “yes” answers. Did...did Deputy Boyd contact 
you and inform you of a shooting that took place at E a 
in West Hollywood on August the 24th, 2014 while working an off- 


duty -- he was working off-duty for a company | believe? 
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Yes, he did. 
Okay. Do you remember when he contacted you? 


He sent me a text and -- sent me a text on the 24th, Sunday the 
24th, late at night. My phone was off so I did not pick that text up 
until the next morning which was Monday the 25th. 


And when you say “late at night”, do you approximately know how 
late he sent you this text message? 


| want it to be accurate so | checked my phones to see if | had that 
text on my phone. I'd already deleted it. | had asked him if he had 
kept those messages between us. He said that he had. | checked 
his cell phone and I want to say it was sometime after 2200 hours. 


And what did -- what was the content of the text message that 
Deputy Boyd sent you? 


Deputy Boyd sent me a text message that asked if | was available 
to talk. Again, | didn’t pick that up until the following morning. | 
turned my phone on, got the text about 5:50 in the morning, and 
text him back something to the fact of what...what was up; that | 
was available to talk at this time. 


And then at that point did you contact him or did he contact you? 


| believe he then called me. | couldn’t be sure, but one of us called 
each other and we did...we did speak over the phone. 


And what did Deputy Boyd tell you? 


Deputy Boyd told me that he was working an off-duty gig at a club 
i ood, at which...which a shooting took place that 

as shot by somebody in the club. He told me that he 
was instructed by his off-duty supervisor to cot o | who 
was on the venue at the club that night, out of the club. He said 
that he escorted [out of the club and to his car. He 
then said he got into his car and he drove home ending his shift for 
the night. 


Did Deputy Boyd tell you who he was employed by on that night? 
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He did not tell me who he was employed by that night. I’m not sure 
the name of the company. 


Did you ask Deputy Boyd if he called 9-1-1 after the shooting took 
place? 


| asked Deputy Boyd if he provided a statement to the West 
Hollywood Deputies at which time he told me he did not. 


Okay. Did you ask him why? 
| did ask him why and I’m trying to think back to...to his answer and 
| didn’t get a real clear answer as to why. He just said that he got 


into his car and drove home. 


Okay. Did you have Deputy Boyd contact detectives whether either 
at West Hollywood Station or Homicide Bureau? 


During our conversation | instructed Deputy Boyd to call West 
Hollywood Station and advise them that he was at the club the 
night of the shooting and that he was going to need to speak to 
their detectives regarding that. 

Did you also instruct Deputy Boyd to write a memo? 


Yes, | did. | instructed him to write a...write a full, detailed memo 
on his account and his actions for that evening. 


And then this memo was provided to operations, | would assume? 
Yes, it was provided to the operations lieutenant. 

Okay. Those are all the questions that | have. | don’t have 
anything further. Sir, is there anything that you would like to add to 
this interview?

In addition, your off-duty 
relationships and your off-duty employment. 

We will go around the room and introduce ourselves and spell our names 
for voice-recognition.

And the reason that we did not sign the form is that while he has read and 
understood the form and he understands the order to participate in this 
interview and it’s his intention to comply with that order, it’s not his 
intention to waive any of his rights under the Civil Service rules. 


Okay, very well, we're gonna write “refused” on the form and your name, 
we'll go ahead and print it next to the word “refused.” 


Prior to the beginning of this interview, did | provide you with two 
transcriptions from your Homicide interviews on August the 26" of 2014, 
and your second interview with Homicide was on September the 2" of 
2014?

And l'm sorry before we begin, | just wanted to note | had an objection. | 
requested clarification regarding the nature of the investigation. On the 
Administrative Rights form, it says part of the investigation is pertaining to 
Deputy Boyd’s off-duty relationships. That's an extremely broad concept 
and under P.O.B.R. does not accurately put him on notice as to what is 
being investigated. 


Additionally, prior to this interview, Deputy Boyd was notified that he was 
being investigated for obedience to laws, regulations, and orders, 
prohibitive associations and off-duty employment. 


| also requested clarification as to which laws, regulations, and orders that 
Deputy Boyd was -- is being investigated for and it's my understanding 
that the Sheriffs Department does make that determination -- initial 
determination when they are requesting an investigation. That information 
has also not been provided. 

Thank you, Miss Waters. It will be noted for the record.

And what we do there, we work 
parking lot, difference assignments. Parking lot, be staircasing, it could be 
back stage. And what -- what you do, you check people’s credentials at 
the back stage events, make sure they have the right -- 


Carrasco: Back stage pass or something like that? 


Boyd: Back stage, exactly, to make sure they're in the right area at the events.

-- when they have the entertainers, the promoters provide security at the 
event because they don’t trust the club security. If it's a high-level 
entertainer, club security has been known to take money to let certain 
people in certain areas. So what they do, they bring in a third company to 
oversee and make sure security at the event where this event security 
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event staff does not take money on the side to let people into the event 
without the right passes or without the right credentials. 


The same thing that we did at the award ceremonies. Award ceremonies 
hire companies, events that security. And what they do, they bring in 
other companies, a bunch of different companies. A lot of law 
enforcement based companies, Elite | believe it's one of the companies 
that will do that -- that has done that for years. And what they do, they 
oversee security to make sure no one’s taking money to allow people in 
the elite area or backstage.
